1. ’ (1) These Regulations may be called the ‘Minimum Qualifications for Teachers in Medical Institutions 

(Amendment) Regulations, 2004”. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. hi tire Minimum Qualifications for Teachers in Medical Institutions Regulations, 1998, in the SCHEDULE-I, 
after paragraph 1. the following shall be inserted, namely .— 

“1A The maximum age limit up to which a person can be appointed or granted e ^ ms '® n °rr e ‘ e mploycd in service 
against the posts of Teachers or Dean or Principal or Director, as the case may be, which are required to be mied 
up as per tire norms ofthe Medical Council of India in any Medical College or Teaching Institution for imparting 
Graduate and Post-Graduate medical education, shall be 65 years.”
